Wer were exceſſively polite to one another, 
and fo laviſh of our Careſſes that any one would 
have concluded we were very good Friends.

few Clothes and leſs Linen; not to men-

We therefore ſhould have been very much 
puzzled at our firſt ſetting out, had I not been 
poſſeſs'd of the Diamond which Don Gre- 
gorio gave me. We ſold it, and immedi- 
ately. beſpoke a rich and es ue 
Theatrical Dreſs for lf ts rai 
Tuk Day appointed for our Appear- 
ance on the” S gpm come, the P ink 
who lay hold of every Op 11 to raiſe 
to double Prices, did not let that in Queſ- 
tion eſcape. Accordingly they. gave out in 
the Play-Bills, that a wonderful fine Player 
and as excellent a Dancer and Singer, who 
were juſt come to Granada, would appear in the 
Phenix of Germany, a Dramadie Piece, writ- 
ten by Don Juan de Matos Fragoſo, and then 
reviv'd, The Public, who are ever. fond 
of Novelty, flock'd to our Houſe, and were 
extremely well pleasd with my Huſband, 
who acted the Rar of Ricardo. I my ſelf 


ſung in the firſt Act; and no ſooner had I 
warbled 
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warbled a few Notes, but the Theatre e- 


cho'd with the Applauſes of the whole Au- 
dience. I charm'd ftill more in the third 
Act, which I ended with a Dance. The 
Spectators clapp'd ſo loud and fo long, that 
one would have almoſt thought the Houſe 
muſt have come down. In a Word, they 
all ſeem'd tranſported beyond themſelves; 
and ſtaid an Hour after the Entertainment 
was ended, to diſcourſe upon my extraordi- 


nary Accompliſhments. Some declar'd that 


I ſung better than I danc'd, whilſt others 
proteſted that I inchanted the Eye more than 
the Ear; and a Circumſtance which rais'd 
the Wonder and Admiration of both Parties 
was, to find me Miſtreſs of two Talents which 
are ſo rarely united in one Perſon.
